Particularly  is  this  the 
case  in  the  growing  of  orange  and  lemon,  cling 
peaches,  and  no  other  county  can  approach  it  in 
the  production  of  this  class  of  fruit. 

It  is  a well  known  fact  that  fruit  grown  with- 
out irrigation  is  far  superior  to  that  grown  on 
irrigated  land.  Fruit  grown  without  irrigation 
is  much  better  for  canning  and  shipping  pur- 
poses. 

I can  safelv  assure  those  contemplating  com- 
ing to  California  and  making  Tehama  County 
their  home  that  they  can  produce  abundance  of 
fruit  for  all  purposes  without  irrigation.

Dear  Sir: — Your  esteemed  favor  of  the  15th 
inst.  at  hand  and  contents  noted.  In  ieply  will 
say  that,  not  being  in  the  fruit  business.  I am 
not  as  well  posted  as  some  fruit  men  are.  I am 
convinced,  however  that  all  who  have  matured 
trees  are  doing  well,  profits  ranging  from  $100 
to  $300  per  acre,  net,  per  annum,  owing  to  the 
variety  they  may  have. 

Now  is  the  time,  in  my  judgment,  for  par- 
ties to  secure  land  to  engage  in  the  fruit  busi- 
ness. For  the  past  twenty' years  wheat  farming 
has  paid  so  well  that  it  was  simply  impossible  to 
get  any  of  these  lands  for  subdivision  and  plant- 
ing to  fruit  and  vines. 

But  the  last  two  or  three  years  wheat  farming 
has  not  been  so  remunerative  to  those  engaged 
in  it,  and  the  land  owners  are  now  willing  to  see 
their  land  cut  up  and  placed  on  the  market  in 
small  tracts,  which  is  going  to  be  the  making  of 
this  county.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  as  to  how 
orchards  look  in  our  vicinity,  will  say:  I have 
n in  the  orchard  business  for  the  past  eight- 
een years,  and  I never  saw  things  look  more 
prosperous  during  the  whole  time  than  now.  Do 
you  keep  yoursell  posted  as  to  prices  of  our  fruit? 
It  might  be  of  interest  to  you  to  know  what  I 
have  realized  this  season  from  the  250  acre 
orchard  of  which  I have  had  personal  control 
for  the  past  six  years.  The  apricots,  which  are 
six-years-old,  yielded  150  pounds  to  the  tree. 
There  are  ninety  trees  to  the  acre,  which  would 
make  a yield  of  15.500  pounds  to  the  acre.  We 
dried  them  and  got  2,700  pounds  to  the  acre, 
which  we  sold  at  12  cents  per  pound,  making 
$324  per  acre.  The  picking  cost  $16,00  per  acre, 
cutting  $21 .60  per  acre,  drying  $6.75  per  acre, 
cultivating  the  land  $12  per  acre,  and  pruning 
$2.50  per  acre,  making  a total  expense  of  S58.85, 
leaving  a net  profit  of  $265.15  per  acre. 

Our  peach  crop  was  just  t lie  same  as  the  apri- 
cot, and  the  expense  the  same,  but  we  sold  them 
* for  15  cents  per  pound,  making  $346.15  per  acre, 
which  shows  a greater  profit  this  year  on 
peaches  than  on  apricots.  *3 

Our  prune  trees  were  planted  ninety  to  the 
acre  and  are  six  years  old.  They  average  175 
i pounds  of  fruit  to  the  tree,  making  15,750 
pounds  to  the  acre.  When  dried  they  turned  out 
65  pounds  to  the  tree,  making  5,850  pounds  to 
the  acre,  which  we  sold  at  12  cents  per  pound, 
making  $702  per  acre.  Prunes  are  handled 
cheaper  than  other  fruits.  We  get  them  gath- 
ered and  dipped  for  15  centsper  hundred  pounds. 
The  cultivation  and  pruning  are  the  same  as  for 
the  other  fruits.  So  the  expense  per  acre  on  our 
prunes  was  $23.27.  leaving  a net  profit  of  $678.75 
per  acre.  I have  been  in  this  business  for  a 
good  while  and  understand  handling  fruit  in 
first  class  style. 

The  frnit  industry  is  growing  here  yearly,  and 
our  valley  is  becoming  more  popular  * right 
along.  We  have  the  finest  lands  in  the  state  for 
fruit,  and  it  is  very  valuable  at  the  prices  asked 
for  it. 

Our  climate  cannot  be  surpassed  for  curing 
fruits.  We  have  the  advantage  of  the  southern 
part  of  the  state  in  this  respect — we  have  no 
trouble  whatever  in  disposing  of  our  fruits.  I 
have  never  left  my  place  to  sell  my  fruit.  Buyers 
will  come  to  our  packing  houses  and  buy  it  be- 
fore it  is  ready  t<>  market.  We  sell  all* of  our 
fruit  to  Eastern  buyers.  We  have  shipped  four 
car  loads  of  fruit  this  season,  but  are  not  near 
through.  All  good  fruit,  properly  handled,  is 
easily  sold  and  at  good  profit  I have  moved  my 
family  down  to  Maywood  Colony.  I have  my 
stock  and  implements  here  and  am  ready  to  get 
to  work  as  soon  as  sufficient  rain  falls  to  work 
the  land  properly. 

1 My  family  and  I are  well  pleased  with  our  new 
home.  I have  been  looking  over  the  land  with 
the  intention  of  planting  some  of  it  for  myself. 
I wish  you  all  the  luck  in  the  world.
